The examination will cover hundreds 
fA samples of wool selected by judges 
representative of the wools of the vari- 
ous states and nations whose products 
find place in the exposition.

molasses, grape, fruit, beet root, palm 
and mill sugars, and in sorghum and 
glucose, Pro? George C. Taylor, of 
Louisiana, will direct a microscopical 
Investigation, and Prof. Wily, of the 
government department of agriculture, 
will make chemical analyses at the 
government laboratory.

WASHINGTON, July as.—The treasury 


department is Informed that fifteen 
persons, eight of them federal officers, 
ha\ebeen indicted at Portland, Ore., 
for smuggling Chinese and opium into 
the United States. 


A year or more ago, information 


reached the treasury department that 
opium was smuggled in large quanti- 
ties into the district of Vu(?ct Sound, 
Wubh , and Willamina, Ore. Several 
seizures were made by customs officers, 
one upon the steamer Wilmington, 
upon information furnished through 
the consul at Victoria, B. C., rehulting 
in the seizure of that vessel,which was 
one of two steamers owned by the 
Merchants' Steamship Co., of Portland, 
Ore , tho other being the Haytlen Re- 
public. 


N lilum and W. Dunbar, of Port- 


land, appear to have been the princi- 
pal owners and managers of thu, com- 
pany and their principal business 
Beems to have been the smuggling of 
opium and tho illegal landing of Chi- 
nebe laborers. 


In April last upon information re- 


ceived at the department that Chinese 
were being improperly landed at Port- 
land, Chinese Inspector Noyes was 
Bent there with instructions to investi- 
gate and report on the subject. HiR 
report convinced Secretary Carlisle 
that Chinese and opium were beinc: 
landed through the corrupt connivance 
of custom officers, and he determined 
to make a thorough investigation of 
the matter. Accordingly he sent Spe- 
cial Agent Edwin Wood, of Detroit, 
and Special Inspector Hasclwis, of Sus- 
pension Bridge, to Portland and tho 
ports of Puget Sound districts, with 
instructions to obtain all the testimony 
possible and tho names of officers re- 
sponsible for these irregularities 


The investigation has brought to 


light one of the most gigantic con- 
spiracies to defraud the revenue and to 
violate the Chinese exclusion act that 
has yet been disclosed. 
Proof has 


been obtained of the smuggling by tho 
two vessels named during a period ot 
five months of about 8,500 pounds of 
opium, upon which the duties would 
be more than $100,000, and of the land- 
Ing, 
during the same period, of about 


1,700 
Chinamen, tho greater number of 


whom are 
believed to hare been 


landed by collusion with customs offi- 
cers upon false offidavits, claiming said 
persons to be merchants 
Much of 


this business has been done since or- 
ders were issued by the treasury de- 
partment to collectors of customs to 
disregard affidavits of Chinamen claim- 
ing to be merchants, »s it had been 
discovered that a regular business WIIH 
carried on in the manufacture of such 
affidavits for the purpose of bunging 
Chinese laborers into the country in 
violation of tho law. 


The department has been advised 


that the grand jury of Portland, upon 
information laid before 
it by the 


United States district attorney, si- 
cured by Special Agent Wood and Spe- 
cial Inspectoi Lewis, who liave lately 
also had the co-opcr.ition of bpecial 
Agent Leslie Cullom, have found an 
indictment against fifteen persons for 
conspiracy, eight of whom are ex-cus- 
toms officers' 
James Lotan, late col- 


lector at Portland; C. J. Mulkey, late 
special agent for that district; Inspec- 
tors Paddock, Porter, Cairo, Cardnell, 
Lcnvillc and Carney M. Patterson, 
Capt John Ross, Thomas Berg, W. 
Dunbar, N Blum, Jnckling Garthorn, 
also two indictments each against 
Ilium and Dunbar, one each against 
Garthorn and .Tackling for smuggling 
opium and Chinese. 


Efforts hove been made to create the 


impression at Portland ami in tho dis- 
trict of Pugct Sound that these prose- 
cutions are due to political motives, 
and that they were used simply as 
means for removal of collectors at 
Portland and Port Townsend before 
the cjcpiration of their terms 
The 


facts found by the grand jury are held 
here to be sufficient answer to these 
statements 


The secretary of the treasury and 


the attorney-general are determined to 
use all moans within their power to 
bring to justice the violators of the 
law in these transactions and to put an 
end to the shameful practices which 
have for years given those districts a 
scandalous notoriety in tho country. 
If the collectors recently appointed to 
these districts fail to enforce the law, 
and put an end to official corruption, 
Secretary Carlisle says other officers 
will be found with the disposition and 
courage necessary to the accomplish- 
ment that purpose.

Thie ia another day ot specie! interest 


in the alleged 920,003 pension fraud eaee 
againat Bill Newby or Dan Benton, wht 
baa had hi. trial in the United Btatee 
district court at Spriagfleld before Judge 
Alien and a jury. &itarday evening this 
jury brought in a verdict declaring New- 
by, the famous claimant, to be Dan Ben- 
ton, a wily band. The Springfield Jour- 
nal, in oommentiog on the oast, eaya that 
only one out ot fire people who had 
heard the evidence believed the claimant 
to be Benton. The verdict was so much 
ot a surprise that acme of the indignant 
people wanted to hang the jury in effigy 


Xo-day the attorneys in the oase are 


addressing Judge Allen for and against 
granting a new trial. 


In closing its documents Sunday mort- 


ingon the trauaotion of the sensational 
trial, the Journal said: 


The question at once poshed itself to 


the front as to whether or not a new 
trial would be among the possibilities. 
The defense baa already entered a mo- 
tion tor another trial and the motion 
will be argued Tuesday. Sentence upon 
the prisoner baa also been deferred until 
that date. One of the attorneys tor the 
defense, in speaking ot the matter last 
evening, said there were several grounds 
upon whioh another trial would be 
asked. Ha did not oare to specify un- 
til he had conferred with his colleagues. 
One ot the grounds will be that some ot 
the jurymen were prejudiced and had 
their minds made up before the evidenoe 
waa all in.
